Avenue or Fruitvale, take the Haywards electric car and ride out 
to Central Avenue. If the Narrow Gauge is taken, get off at the 
last station and take the Haywards electric car at Thirteenth Street, 
and ride out to Central Avenue. People who come from Berkeley 
should take the Oakland and Berkeley electric car, ride out to Thir- 
teenth Street, Oakland, and transfer to the Haywards electric car 
on Thirteenth Street.

GHRYSANTHEMUI!S. 


The well-known beauty for the garden in the fall is the chrysanthe- 
mum. Itis called the ‘‘Queen of Autumn,’’ and blooms at a time of the 
year when all flowers, even the roses, are scarce; and continues blooming 
through the winter. These large, beautiful and interesting flowers last 
a long time, whether left on the bush or cut, they are finely expanded, 
and no garden is complete without them. Our display at the nursery is 
very gorgeous; we have taken care to obtain tke trne names, and to 
dismiss the worthless sorts. 


How to Cultivate. 


There are many methods employed in raising these flowers, but our 
experience is that to grow the finest and largest chrysanthemum flowers 
the plants should be planted in rich soil and be kept in a sunny shel- 
tered location, with fences or trees to keep off the heavy wind. They 
then grow nicely, producing clear, large flowers, although they grow 
and bloom beautifully in almost any kind of soil or location, under good 
cultivation and careful tending. 

The plants must be grown from cuttings every year; they root 
quicker in sand, but are easily grown in aay soil. In April and May is 
the best time to set them out; always plant them in theshade, where 
the sun does not strike them, until they are rooted, then transplant into 
pots or beds, digging quite deep and fertilizing with well-rotted manure. 

Pinch the tops off any time from Jnne 15th to July 15th, and select 
the most strong and perfect shoots which break out from the stem, 
removing all side shoots and suckers; give plenty of water whenever 
needed, and careful and regular attention. As soon as they commence 
showing buds about the size of peas, strip the shoots of all but one bud 
on each shoot, selecting the most vigorous and perfect one. When the 
flowers are about half open, regular applications of manure water every 
seven days are very beneficial. ; 

If large show flowers are desired, the cuttings may be selected from 
the close of May to the middle of June, then let grow only one or two 
shoots, attending to the cultivation in the same manner as the above.

THE JAPANESE FRUIT TREES. 


Persimmon—(or Japan Date Plum) is a valuable fruit tree introduced 
from Japan. Of late there are a great many varieties of them, but 
we naturally divide the sort into two kinds. Oneof the sort natur- 
ally ripens with very sweet and fine taste, and are among the delici- 
ous table fruits, which can be eaten fresh. [Ripen from August. ] 
The other sort never loses the astringent taste on the tree, unless 
subject to drying, by which it is much improved, especially if hang- 
ing in a place where there is very free changing of air. Afterwards 
peel off the skin or do some other way to keep them in the barrel or 
box with very little straw; after packing the fruit cover. They are 
then ripened in three or four weeks. Another method is very com- 
plex; it is unnecessary to give directions here but any who wish to 
know about it may inquire at once ofus.
